IN THE THAW TRIAL 


Jerome's Objections Sustained to 
Testimony of. Physicians as 
to Insanity In the Family. 


DEFENDANT WAIVES RIGHTS 


And Nurse Tells of HIs Irrational Con- 
duct In Monte Carlo—Teacher Says 
He Was Erratic as a Boy. 


District Attorney Jerome successfully 
blocked the defense yesterday in many 
important moves in the trial before Justice | 
Dowling of Harry K. Thaw for the murder | 
of Stanford White. 

Yf Mr. Littleton supposed that Mr. 
Jerome thought Thaw now insane and 
that he should be in Matteawan and that | 
he would welcome evidence as to Thaw’s 
insanity, counsel for the defense was mis- 
taken, for the District Attorney objected 
so successfully to puttifig in evidence 
the records of insane asylums where 
members of the Thaw and Copley fami- 
lies have been harbored that counsel for 
the defense plainly showed surprise and| 
disappointment, 

After protesting against one of the 
objections of Mr. Jerome, Mr. Littleton 
said: 

“I merely wanted to know, your Honor, 
just how far the District Attorney is go- 
ing to exclude evidence on technicalities.” 

“*I know only that the objection is legal 
and is sustained,” was the retort of the 
Justice. 

Mr. Jerome said nothing but snuffed | 
at a menthol pencil with which he is en- 
deavoring to clear up a heavy cold. ¢ 


Insanity Evidence Excluded. 


The defense presented yesterday the 
records of the asylum at Roanoke, Va., 
which showed the commitment of Horace} 
8. Thaw, which were brought up from 
Virginia by Dr. William W. 8S. Butler, 
one time assistant physician in that instl- 
tution. Mr. Jerome managed to keep 
them out of evidence. The District 
Attorney was again successful in block- 
ing the defense when the records of the 
State Asylum for the Insane at Willlams- 
burg, Va., were presented by Dr. L. 8. 
Foster of Norfolk, Va. Dr, Robert H. 
Chase of Philadelphia, with the records 
of the asylum at Frankford, Penn., telling 
of the incarceration of Harriet Alice 
Thaw, was also not allowed to testify. 
When these physicians were asked as | 
to the mental condition of those members | 
of the Thaw and Copley families coming 
under their care, Mr. Jerome objected 
on the ground that such evidence was in 
the nature of privileged communications | 
between physician and patient and de- | 
eMmanded that the defendant first waive! 
his right. These rights of privilege were | 
not waived. , 

Again when Mrs. Amy Cozette, an Eng- | 
lish trained nurse, who had nursed Thaw 
in Monte Carlo in 1897, was asked to 
describe the mental condition of the! 
patient Mr. Jerome objected, pointing out | 
that the relation between nurse and | 
patient had been but recently put in the| 
same class as the relation between physi- | 
cian and patient and the defendant would | 
have to waive his rights of privilege. |

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CANAL TO COST $300,000,000. 
Col. Goethals Makes New Estlmate of 
Expense for the Panama Waterway.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 14.—From the orig- 
inal estimate of $135,000,000 as the cost of 
the Panama Canal the figures have been 
going steadily upward until the latest es- 
timate, made to-day by Col. Goethals, 
Chief Engineer and Chairman of the Canal 
Commission, is that the canal would cost 
$300,000,000. This includes the $40,000,000 
paid the French company and the $10,- 
000,000 paid the Republic of Colombia. 

Col. Goethals and ex-Senator Blackburn, 
now Governor of the canal zone, appeared 
before the Inter-State and Foreign Com- 
merce Committee of the House to give in- 
formation regarding canal affairs and the 
progress of the work. Col. Goethals stat- 


led that the work was progressing better 


than he had expected, in view of the great 
difficulties occasioned by the wet season 
in the tropics. 

Some members of the committee were 
particularly anxious to know why trial 
by jury was not put into practice on the 
zone. Mr. Blackburn stated it was con- 
sidered impractical because of the exceed- 
ingly difficult problem of determining who 
are @ man’s peers. 

There are forty-two nationalities repre- 
sented in the population of the zone, he 
said, and all the races of mankind. The 
Spanish-American people, he said, are 
more particular and more sensitive as to 
racia] distinctions than even Americans. 

The question of intoxicating liquors was 
also taken up by Mr, Blackburn, who said 
the number of saloons had been reduced 
to thirty-two on the zone. One member 
of the committee asked the Governor of 
the Zone if it was not intended to con- 
tinue reducing the number of saloons until 
they were all abolished. 

Gov. Blackburn said that there was no 
such intention. , 

Col. Goethals said that the mumber of 
men on the canal and railroad pay rolls 
fluctuates between 80,000 and 40,000, 
mainly Spaniards, Italians, and West In- 


gian negroes. 


VESSEL AFIRE IN RIVER. 


Traffic Held Up by the Blaze and 
Shipping Imperiled. 


Transportation on the North River 
above Thirty-fourth Street was Interrupt- 
ed for more than an hour last night by 
a fire at about 7 o’clock on board the 
floating grain elevator Empire State, 
which had been at work all day loading 


the Italia Line steamship Sammia at 
Pler 64, foot of West Thirty-fourth Street, 

At 6 o’clock she pulled away from the 
steamship to ma‘ce room for three cot- 
ton-laden lighters moored at the end of the 
pier. Soon after 7 o’clock the watch- 
man on the elevator discovered the fire 
at the foot of the shaft. 

Realizing the danger to the cotton- 
laden vessels, ha cut the craft's hawsers, 
letting her drift down stream, then 
jumped on the stringplece and turned in 
an alarm from the fire box at ‘the en- 
trance to the pier. This brought three 
fire engine companies and a hook and 
ladger company to the scene and also 
thé fireboats McClellan and New Yorker. 

Meantime a tug of the Chapman Wreck- 
ing Company hitched a tow to the burn- 
ing vessel and kept her from drifting 
among the river craft at the docks. Other 
tugs also got to work pulling Mghters 
and barges out of the danger zone.

Mrs. Amy Cozette told of being sum- 
moned, with Dr. Price Mitchell, to Thaw’s 
room in the hotel in Monte Carlo. She 
nursed him night and day for about two 
weeks. He had a fever ranging from 102 to 
104, was in an extremely nervous condition, 
and once slipped by her after dressing, got 
out of the hotel, and paid a call. He re- 
turned wild eyed and excited. He wrote 
many letters, which she helped him to 
destroy. About one in seven of them he 
finished. She thought his conduct and 
his symptoms those of an irrational man, 
and he seemed in a more nervous condi- 
tion as the fever began to leave him. 

When Mr. Jerome tried to get from the 
nurse the kind of medicine given the pa- 
tient in Monte Carlo and she replied that 
it was a powder the composition of which 
she did not know, Thaw turned ‘to the 
Deputy Sheriff who sits on his left and 
whispered to him, and then whispered to 
Lawyer Peabody. He laughed silently to 
himself, as if highly amused. The skin 
of the face creased and the eyes lighted 
up, but the light in the eyes was not 
t..at of merriment. 


Thaw’s Family Keep Away. 

The effect of the disclosures in regard 
to the insanity in the Thaw family, so 
powerfully depicted by Mr. Littleton in 
his speech to the jury in the opening of 
the defense on Monday, was to keep from 
the courtroom yesterday Thaw’s sister, 
Mrs. George Lauder Carnegie. She did 
not appear at all during the day, and the 
only kinsman of the accused present was 
Josiah Thaw, his half brother. 

But Mr. Littleton kept at his line of 
defense in the same unsparing manner in

which he had opened on Monday. That! 


the prisoner felt the sting of this was 
evident, especially when Dr, Deemar, the 
family physician, testified, and his old 
teacher, Charles F. Koehler, told of his 
imbecility as a young man in the Woos- 
ter (Ohio) University.

OHIO SENATORS KILL 
TART APPOINTMENTS 


Recommend That the Senate 
Reject Postmasters Favora- 
ble to the Secretary. 


SOME HAD LEFT FORAKER 


Senlor Senator Says Misuse of Federal 
Patronage for Political Purposes 
WII! Be Resented Hereafter.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 14—“ And I now 
move that the President be notified.” 

The dozen or more Senators who were 
drowsily listening to the Senate executive 
clerk droning out names of Postmasters 
and minor Federal officials who were be- 
ing confirmed without opposition, be- 
stirred themselves at the tone of unholy 
glee and eatisfaction that accompanied 
this motion. 

It came from Senator Foraker, who 
moved the rejection of four Ohio Post- 
masters, and it was not long before the 
Senators had acquainted themselves with 
the situation. They felt certain the 
White House had received a jolt of some 
kind, and it had. 

In commenting upon the refeotion Sena- 
tor J, B. Foraker to-night sald: 

“There will be no further prostitution 
of Federal patronage in order to carry 
out political bargains without its being 
resented. There will be strong objections 
to nominations whereever it is’ found 
that the appointments were made in pur- 
suance of a political compact.” 

In the United States Senate there ts a 
“courtesy” rule, in regard to nomina- 
tions affecting a State where both Sen- 
ators are opposed to the appointment. 
The rule is that the Senate will join with 
the two Senators and reject the nomina- 
tion, upon an adverse report being made 
from the committee baving charge of the 
nominations. It is seldom invoked except 
in the case of Postmasters. 

Just as the Senate was about to ad- 
journ its executive session to-day Senator 
Dick, who is a member of the Committee 
of Post Offices and Post Roads, sent a 
number of nominations to the desk with 
favorable reports thereon. They were 
read and sent to the calendar. 

He then sent four others to the desk 
with adverse reports and asked immediate 
action, The reports were read and adopt- 
ed, Senators Dick and Foraker voting in 
the affirmative and all other Senators 
remaining silent. The reports rejecting 
the nominations were declared adopted. 

It was at this juncture that Senator 
Foraker made his motion. 

“What's up?” asked Senator Kean, 
who is supposed to keep his eye on things. 

“Nothing except Dicksand Foraker kill- 
ing off a bunch of Taft appointees,” re- 
plied Tillman. 

“Were there charges filed against 
them? ”’ 

“Sure! They were charged with having 
Administration influence,” said Senator 
Clay, who is a member of the Post Office 
Committee and one of the few who knew 
what was transpiring, 

The Senate took the entire proceedings 
as a good joke. 

The nominations thus killed off were: 
George W. White, Uhrichsville; John F. 
Wetherill, Spencerville; David C, Mahon, 
Dennison, and Emil H. Moser, Wapako- 
neta, all Ohio Post Office appointees, 

Moser has been a Foraker man and was 
urged by Foraker for the office just prior 
to the meeting of Congress, but the Post 
Office Department declined to remove 
Davis, who was Postmaster at Wapako- 
neta, on the ground that he had made 
an excellent record. 

Moser was Chairman of the Auglaize 
County Republican Executive Committee, 
He switched to the Taft faction, and his 
appointment as Postmaster followed, in- 
asmuch as he took the whole committee 
with him to the Taft camp. 

Wetherill, the appointee for Spencer- 
ville, also was a Foraker man, but re- 
ceived the appointment after deserting 
the Senatorial faction. The others were 
objectionable to the Senators for similar 
reasons. 


TAFT INDORSED IN OHIO. 


Two Congressional Committees De- 
clare for the Secretary’s Nomination.

TRY TO KIDNAP HEIRESS. 


Men In Auto Attempt to Abduct Miss 
McClenahan.

NEW CANAAN, Conn., Jan. 14.—An un- 
successful attempt was made to kidnap 
Miss G. Gamble McClenahan, daughter of 
the late Willlam MoClenahan, the wealthy 
New York shoe merchant, to-night at 9 
o'clock by five men and a woman in an 
automobile. 

John Stevens, who is a caretaker at the 
Court of Carnations, as the McClenahan 
home is known, heard the door bell ring 
at 9 o’clock, and, opening the door, saw 
an automobile standing very near the 
front gate. Two men were at the door, 
Three others were in the machine, with a 
woman, 

One of the men at the door, a well- 
dressed young fellow, asked Stevens the 
directions to Vista, a nearby village. The 
other man at the door brushed him aside 
and walked into the hall. 

“ We've come to get Miss McClenahan,” 
the heavy man said. ‘“ Ws are going to 
get her, We don’t care how many guns 
you've got, and we don’t care how many 
men you've got; we’re going to have her.” 

There was a mix-up. Two or three wo- 
men servants In a rear room heard the 
noise. One of them ran down to the cot- 
tage of Robert, a farmer who lives near 
by. He came running back to the Mo- 
Clenahan house, 

Stevens sald he heard one man say, 
“Beat it, Blliot.” 

Miss McClenahan was sitting In a sitting 
room right near the front ddor, but she 


did not come outside. 

Upon the death of Mr. McClenahan in 
June, 1906, Dr. C. H. Bcoville was ap- 
pointed conservator. Within the last few 
months a Mrs. T. V. Elliot of Flushing, 
L. IL, representing herself to be a second 
cousin of the heiress, had a commission 
appointed to pass upon Miss McClena- 
han‘’s sanity. 


SHOTAT WALSH CASEATTACHE 


Woman Spectator at Chicago Trial Re- 
fuses to Explain Attack.

CHICAGO, Jan. 14—A woman giving 
only the name of “ Mrs, Thomas” this 
afternoon attempted to shoot Archibald 
Van Winkle of 3,246 Prairie Avenue, at 
attache of the office of Attorney E. C. 
Ritsher, one of the lawyers for the de- 
fense in the John R. Walsh trial. Van 
Winkloe’s wife is Mr. Ritsher’s secretary, 

The shots were fired in the corridor of 
the sixth floor of the Federal building, a 
few feet away from the courtroom, where 
the arguments in the Walsh case were 
going on. Both “Mrs. Thomas” and 
Van Winkle had been sitting as spectators 
in the courtroom until a few minutes be- 
fore they met in the hallway. All the 
bullets “went wild. 

All attempts to get from the woman the 
reason for her act failed. She talked 
sanely, but would make no explanation 
She was arrested immediately and locked 
up. 

Van Winkle denies that the woman tried 
to kill him. He insists she tried to shoot 
herself. 


HARD HIT BY THE TUNNEL. 


Ferry Lines to Brooklyn Feel a Sharp 
Falling Off In Traffic. 


Several of the Brooklyn-Manhattan 
ferry lines appear to have been hard hit 
by the opening of the new Hast River tun- 
nel. The Hamilton, South, and Wali 
Street Ferries seem to be the most af- 
fected. One of the ferry employes said 
yesterday that the Wall Street line had 
been almost “put out of business” by 
the extension of the Subway service to 
Brooklyn. 

While exact figures could not, be ob- 
tained yesterday, officials of the Union 
Ferry Company admitted that the com- 
pany’s business had suffered even more 
than had been expected. At the Man- 
hattan slip of the South Ferry it was 
said that during the rush hours on Mon- 
day night there was a falling off of more 
than 8,000 in the number of tickets usu- 
ally sold on this line. The Wall Street 
boats are quite deserted at all hours of 
the day. It is belleved that when the 
Subway is opened to Atlantic and Pat- 
bush Avenues the ferry business will be 
further affected. 


STRIKE WITHIN A STRIKE. 


Dispossess Agents Demand More Pay 
to Eject East Side Tenants.

It is to the éffect that the Secretary 
will accept a position at the head of a 
New York financial institution. 

Reports that Mr. Cortelyou was not in 
sympathy with the President on the candi- 
dacy of Mr. Taft—in fact, that he had 
Presidential ambitions for himself—hegan 
to be heard early last Summer. Later, 
Frank Hitchcock, Assistant Postmaster 
General, began to make mysterious trips 
through the South, and soon it became 
known that he was making a combination 
of the Republican leaders in that section, 

For some time it was supposed that he 
was the agent of the President, and when 


the Southern leaders lined up and unani-| 


mously shouted that Mr. Roosevelt must 
have a third term, it was taken for grant- 
ed that Mr. Roosevelt was in reality seek- 
ing to force his renomination. 

At the meeting of the Republican Na- 
tional Committee the Taft men wanted 
the convention of this year to go to Kan- 
sas City. The ‘“reactionaries”’ wanted 
it to go to Chicago. It was sent to Chica- 
go by the votes of this Southern com- 
dination, which were swung by Mr. Hitch- 
cock, and it was said that he had acted 
at the behest of Mr. Cortelyou. 

After that meeting there were rumors 
that Mr, Cortelyou would leave the Cab- 
{net. The matter was patched up for a 
time, and the Taft men even hoped to 
get the Hitchcock combination. Mr. Taft 
proposed to Hitchcock to take charge of 
the Taft campaign in the South. 

Mr. Hitchcock, after consfilting his 
friends, among whom was said to be Mr. 
Cortelyou, declined. Since then the Taft 
men have been hammering at the Secre- 
tary and declaring that he was using his 
powerful place to defeat the wishes of 
the President and ald the “ reactionaries.” 


OYSTER BAY LIQUOR FIGHT ON. 


Five Months In Jall and $1,200 Fine for 
Long Island Liquor Dealer. 


An organized effort is to be made by 
clergymen and other citizens to enforce 
the Hquor law in Oyster Bay. It {s as- 
serted by clergymen and others that 
eocktalls, cherried and otherwise, are now 
dealt out regardless of the law. 

One well-known resident of Oyster Bay 
said recently that he has seen church 
members enter saloons daily, and a cler- 
gyman said that he peered through a sa- 
loon’s window curtains and saw three 
men who are members of the samé church 
playing cards and drinking whisky. 

At Riverhead, L. L, yesterday Orville 
Coons, indicted by the December Grand 
Jury for ilegally selling liquor in Solith- 
ampton town, which is “dry,”’ pleaded 
guilty before County Judge Griffing, and 
was sentenced to five months in the 
county jail and to pay a fine of $1,200. 

Coons had rix indictments against him, 
but disappeared. He was found in Man- 
hattan, 

A dozen or more liquor dealers are serv- 
ing sentences in the county jail for illegal 
liquor selling. They are sald to be living 
on the fat of the land,

The matter was practically settled by 
treaty in 1834, and Spain has paid inter- 
est ever since, except for a year or two 
during and following the Spanish war.

The estate is 
valued at $1,348,238. 


MANY RESCUES AT A FIRE. 


Children and Women Carried Down 
Ladders from West Side Apartments. 


During a fire in the apartment house at 
489 Columbus Avenue early last night, 
started, according to the police, by the 
baby son of William Cook, a bookmaker, 
who lives there. the firemen of Truck No, 
22 rescued a number of children, 

The fire was discovered by Jullus Seig- 
ler, a tenant of the house, who has a 
wholesale liquor store on the ground floor, 
When Truck 22 arrived the lower stair- 
way was in flames, so Firemen Thomas 
$tribble, Thomas Florence, Charles Mil- 
ler, and Thomas Connor put up thirty-foot 
ladders. 

After carrying down Mrs. Max Steiner 
and several children on the lower floors, 
they went to the fourth floor, where they 
found Mrs, Kaneen and her two children, 
and Mrs. Mary Garvan of 483 Columbus 
Avenue, who was visiting friends, whom 
they carried down the ladders, 

After reaching the street Mrs. Garvan 
tripped over a section of hose and dislo- 
cated her right shoulder. She was re- 
moved to Roosevelt Hospital. 

The damage to the building by fire was 
estimated at about $3,000. 


3 HURT IN TENEMENT FIRE. 


Henry Street Blaze Drives 24 Families 
Out—Many Rescues. 


Fire last night swept from the base- 
ment up the stairway to the fourth floor 
of the six-story brick tenement house at 
298 Henry Street. Twenty-four families, 
panic-stricken, climbed down the fire es- 
capes. Several persons were slightly 
burned. 

Morris Kroler, who ocoupied a basement 
apartment, discovered the blaze, and ran 
to the firehouse of Engine No. 15, a block 
away, and gave the alarm, 

The firemen rescued the family of John 
Somers, who lived on the first floor, 
and the family of Isaac Levine on the 
second floor. Emma Asen and her broth- 
er Joseph and their aunt, Mrs, Lena Asen, 
were painfully burned. The brother and 
sister were taken to Gouverneur Hospi- 
tal. Policemen rescued a woman and 
two children on the third floor. 

The damage was estimated at $500, The 
origin of the fire is not known. 
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IN THEATRE RUINS 


Officials Believe List Will Reach 
175—Calcium Light Oper- 
ator to be Arrested. 


MEN BEAT BACK THE WOMEN 


Almost Impossible to Identify the 
Dead—Sald That Exit Doors 
Were Securely Bolted. 


Special to The New York Times. 
BOYERTOWN, Penn., Jan. 14—Of the 


175 persons believed to have perished in 
the fire and panic at Rhoades’s Opera 
House last night, 167 bodies have beeen 
recovered. Of these 45 have been identi- 
fied at a late hour to-night. 

The proportion of victims was about 
nine females to one male. In almost 
every oase the upper portions of the 
bodieg were burned away, the lower por- 
tions below the waist being intact, show- 
ing that the members of the audience 
were wedged in, the flames sweeping 
over them and killing them as they were 


caught. 

H. W. Fisher, the man who had charge 
of the stereopticon machine, the tank of 
which exploded and started the fire, ac- 
cuses himself bitterly of having been the 
cause of the fire and panic. The Coroner 
will arrest Fisher and holé him pending 
the result of the inquest. 

Fisher said: 

“TI must have turned the wrong valve. 
There was a long drawn out hissing 
sound that frightened the women and 
children. Several of them jumped up and 
screamed and ran toward the stage. The 


curtain was down. I don’t know what 


happened next. 

“ Tl was caught in a mob of crazy people, 
I was knocked down and trampled on. I 
struggled along. I was badly burned. 

“I feel that I am responsible for this 


terrible affair.” 

It was told to-day that when the hissing 
sound was heard by the actors on the 
stage, some of them lifted the curtain to 
see what caused it. The heavy pole at 
the bottom of the curtain knocked over 
the tank of kerosene which supplied the 
footlights. These lamps at once exploded, 
and a sheet of flame ran up the flimsy 
curtain and the filmy scenery. 

Men jumped from their seats, and, seliz- 
ing chairs, batted down women and chil- 
dren in their rush for safety. It was the 
battle of the strong. 

Whole Families Wiped Out. 

Piled in a mass seven feet deep are 
the charred remains of at least eighty 
bodies, which it ig believed will have to 
be burie@d in a common grave. While 
whole families in some instances héVe 
been wiped out, yet the members of the 
community were so closely related that 
those who are not mourning the loss of 
parents and children are saddened by the 
death of kinsmen and blood relations, 

While the calclum lighting outfit was 
the cause of a slight panic, it was not 
the fault of this mechanism that caused 
It was the upsetting , 
of the kerosene tank feeding the foot- 
lights with of] which set fire to the 
building and cremated the spectators. 

Coroner Robert H. Strausser of Reading 
and Burgess D. R. Kohler of Boyertown 
to-night made the rounds of the impro- 
vised morgues and counted the charred 
bodies. The tally at the end of the in- 
spection showed that 167 bodies had been 
removed. 

The officials believe that there are more 
podiés hidden by dé6bris. It is expected 
by Burgess Kohler that the death roll 
will reach 175. 

Coroner Stausser stated to-night that he 
will institute a searching inqufry into the 
cause of the fire. 

Say Doors Were Bolted. 


Survivors charged today that the 
swinging exit doors leading from the rear 
of the opera house auditorium on the sec- 
ond floor were bolted when the cry of 
fire was raised and the rush to the doors 
began. 

It was at the head of the flight of stairs 
guarded by the swinging exit doors that 
the loss of life was greatest. 

Around the head of the four-foot-wiée 
sieps the dead were piled five and six 
deep. 

The charge that the exit doors were 
bolted is being rigidly investigated. Sev- 
eral of those who escaped from the audi- 
torium say that the doorkeeper became 
so interested in the tableaus that he bolt- 
ed the doors, to prevent entrance of a 
crowd of Italians who had assembled 
about the entrance, and took a rear seat, 
where he could enjoy the show. 

When the lamps exploded many who 
knew of the small, narrow stairway at 
one side of the stage turned in that dl- 
rection, and were confronted with a-solid 
sheet of roaring fire. 


Pight at the Door. 

It was at the doorway leading to Phila- 
delphia Avenue that the whirlpool of 
humanity began a fight for life. This was 
the door said to be bolted. 

The narrow four-foot aisles were clogged 
with men turned brutes, women fighting 
and tearing at the faces of those in front, 
and children, screaming, kicking, and 
twisting. 

The middle section of the Opera House, . 
that part between the two aisles called 
the reserved seat section because the 
chairs are more comfortable and are 
screwed to the floor, soon emptied its 
contents into the gorged aisles. The sec- 
tions to the right and left, in which were 
seats of frail construction, and which 
were not fastened to the floor and could 
be moved about at will, became battle _ 
fields. 

The crowds in these cheaper sections 
tripped over the loose chairs while trying 
to get into the aisles. The chairs, tripping 
up the maddened throng, slid along the 
floor, lost their regularity of form, and 
made the sections to right and left of the 
centre a maze in which many fell and 
never rose. 

Some one remembered the fire escapes 
built up on both sides of the building 
and shouted out the knowledge. Those 
struggling about the entrance door turned 
and braved the flames, which were sweep- 
ing over the ceiling and lapping at the 
woodwork along the side walls, tne 


so much desolation. 





fire-escapes became scenes of minor 


fights. 
Men Felled Women with Chairs. 


Men used the chairs which had en- 
tangled their feet as weapons with which 
to clear a way to the open. Several wo- 
men say that they saw men respected in 
the community raise the chairs high over 


their heads and bring them down with 
crushing force on the heads of women and 
children. These men are reported among 
the missing, and probably died in the 
flames or were suffocated. 

The Rev. Adam M. Weber, pastor of 
the St. John’s Lutheran Church, who with 
his daughters, was seated in the front 
row of the auditorium, endeavored to 
stay the panic. He shouted for the people 
to take things coolly and to file out 
without shoving or pushing. His words 
were not heard above the uproar. The 
curtain had by this time burned away, 
and the minister leaped to the stage and 
tried to right the kerosone tank. 

He was fearfully burned. He turned to 

rotect his children and found them gone, 

e waited in the hall until only fifty 
uninjured persons were left. Then he 
climbed down the fire escape. Later he 
ecovered one of his daughters. The other 
gs reported among the missing. 

A big German who encountered the 
locked entrance door pounded against it 
with his fists. Others fumbled for the 
bolt. The door stood firm. The German 

laced his shoulders against the door, but 

t did not give. It was only when the 
crowd had pressed those next the door 
forward with tremendous force that the 
door gave way and the foremost were 
thrown down the steep steps. 

The momentum of the crowd carried 
others over the brink, and threw them 
on top of the scrambling, squirming heap 
at the bottom. At least a score were 
trampled to death in the struggle to re- 
gain their footing at the bottom of the 
steps. The mass of bodies obstructed 
the stair and prevented those in the rear 
from getting out. 

The Boyertown Volunteer Fire Depart- 
ment had water. playing on the building 
five minutes after the alarm was sound- 
ed. The Pottstown Fire Department ar- 
rived at 11:50, but all the available water 
failed to quench the flames. At 5 o’clock 
the roof of the building fell in. At 6 
o’clock this morning the fire was under 
control. The first body was not brought 
out until 8:30 o'clock. 

As soon as the firemen could get into 
the building there was a demand for bags 
to place the charred bodies and bones in. 
Owing to the fact that but few ladders 
were available the task of carrying the 
bodies to the ground was slow. Later in 
the day a detachment of Troop O, State 
Constabulary, arrived from Wissingno- 
ming, and the crowd which impeded the 
work was pushed back from the ruins, 
larger ladders secured, and the work was 
facilitated. 


School Building a Morgue. 

The public school building on Washing- 
ton Street was turned into a morgué. 

Mrs. H. E, Monroe, head of the Enter- 
tainment Bureau which ‘conducted the 
play in the opera house last night, ar- 
rived here to-day and made vain in- 


quiries for the body of her sister, Mrs.. 


Stella E. Mayers, who was in charge of 
the school children. 

Boyertown did not wait and weep under 
the burden of grief. The people of the 
town, which has a population of 2,000, 
bore up bravely under the load of afflic- 
tion. In many cases entire families were 
wiped out. There is not a family in the 
town. which has not been bereaved. Yet 
the calamity has been taken soberly and 
stolidly. 

Burgess Kohler personally visited all 
the hotel and saloon keepers in the bor- 
ough and ordered them to close their 


bars. 
Mayor Reyburn of Philadelphia set

Relief Committee for the use of the Boy- 
ertown sufferers early to-day, and sent a 
message of condolence, with a request to 
be called on for contributions or other aid. 

Boyertown had already organized a. re- 
lief committee, and Burgess Kohler ac- 
cepted the contribution toward relieving 
immediate distress. 

T'wo eye witnesses who lost relatives are 
J. J. Becker, agent for the Reading Rail- 
road, and Frank Cullen, a blacksmith. 
Becker was one of the cast in the tab- 
leaus. He saw the outbreak of the panic, 
saw the flames shoot up, saw them 
spread. In the front row sat his wife and 
@aughter, who perished 


Boy Climbed to Safety. 


Cullen attended the entertainment with 
his wife and one son. At the beginning 
of danger, he threw his son from a win- 
dow-—as he supposed to his death, for 
Cullen preferred that the boy should be 
mangled to death than he should die by 
fire. But the boy alighted on the landing 
of a fire escape; from there he climbed 
down to safety. Then Cullen rushed back 
{nto the fire to save his wife, but in vain. 
me. Cullen was numbered among the 

ead. 

“Many of the men who perished in the 
fire were employed in @ Boyertown 
Casket Company,’ Burgess Kohler said 
to-night. ‘The majority were carpen- 
ters employed in the making of coffins, 
Many 2 poor fellow unconsciously labored 
over the coffin in which he will be 
buried.”’ 

The Burgess stated that the borough 
has no ordinances covering ——. in- 
spection. He said that the State building 
law applies to the town. 

“Several years ago,’”’ he stated, “a 
State Inspector visited the Opera House 
and looked it over. He ordered that fire- 
escapes be erected on both sides of the 
building. This was done, and the In- 
spector then said that the building was 
satisfactory.’’ 

The Rev. Adam M. Weber, pastor of 
St. John’s Lutheran Church, under whose 
auspices the play was given, brought six 
of his children with him. Mr. Weber told 
of the panic as follows: 

“J was sitting in the front row of the 
Opera House with three of the little chil- 
dren who were to take the part of pages. 
Suddenly there came a hiss from the rear 
of the house, where the stereoptican lan-

“The ourtain was lowered, and when 
the people on the ane heard the noise 
they raised it. Just then a wave of the 
crowd broke upon the stage and,.togéther 
with the rafsing of the curtain, upset the 
tank of oi] which fed the eight burners 
used for footlights. Two of these burners 
immediately began to blaze up. I threw 
one of the little firls with me upon_the 
stage and then followed her myself. Seiz- 
ing a cap, I started to beat out the flames, 
which were shooting from the two burn- 
ers. Some one threw down a piece of 
carpet and tried to assist in extinguishing 
the fire. 

“When the blaze got beyond control 
four men and myself tried to lift the oil 
tank. and throw it out of the window. 
The heat of the fire, however, had melted 
the soldering, and the whole blazed up 
in a burst of flame that shot up to the 
ceiling. There was no hope of saving the 
building now. ] 

Jumped to Safety. 

“When I was half way down the fire 
escape I saw a little girl sitting on a win- 
dow sill above me and crying. I called to 
her to jump. She did so, I caught her by 
her dress, It toreas I grasped it, and the 
girl fell to the ground below. At the same 
time a woman scated on the same window 
sill made the same leap, and was caught 
between the fire escape and the wall. 
When I reached the ground my hands 
and face pained me so that I went to @ 
druggist, and after having them dressed, 
went home. There I found five of my 
children awaiting me. My daughter Mary 
escaped by jumping upon the keys of the 
piano near the stage and in that way 
reaching the piatform. From here she 
was carried down the steps leading from 
the stage.”’ 

Dr. J. K. Evans of Malvern, assisting in 
supervising the removal of the bodies, to- 
night remarked there were nine women to 
every man among the dead. He does not 
believe that 10 per cent. of the victims 
will be fully identified. 

A fifth morgue was established to-night 
in the High School. Undertakers from 
Reading and Pottstown have been sent for 
to assist in arranging bodies for identifica- 
tlon. Personal effects and trinkets found 
on bodies are laid beside them for idéntifi- 
cation,

Mr, Littleton consented to inquire into 
the Ross strain. Dr. Deemar said that 
he knew the father of the Ross who mar- 
ried Miss Copley and also knew the other 
Ross children. There was no insanity in 
the family that he knew of and all the 
Ross children were unusually strong- 
minded. 

Dr. Deemar, on_cross-examination by 
Jerome, said that Henry W. Copley lived 
with two cousins, who were supported by 
Mrs. Thaw. His mind was in such a con- 
dition that he could not earn a living. 

Dr. William W. S. Butler of Roanoke, 
Va., testified that he was assistant phy- 
sicilan of the insane asylum in that city 
in 1884. There he found Horace S. Thaw. 
The patient was 23 years old then. Dr. 
Butler brought with him the papers com- 
mitting the patient to the asylum, and 
these were offered in evidence to estab- 
lish Horace Thaw’s insanity. Mr. Jerome 
objected, and Mr. Littleton was only able 
to put the papers in the record as ex- 
hibits. That had been objected to and the 
objection sustained. This objection he 
excepted to, 

Dr. L. 8. Foster of Norfolk, Va., form- 
erly of thé Virginia State Insane Asylum 
staff and one of its Directors, identified 
the records of the institution from 1883 
to 1903. These records suffered the same 
fate as Dr. Butler's, being put in the rec- 
ord with exceptions from the ruling of 
the Court, but not being allowed before 
the jury. Dr. Foster was excused. 


Thaw’s Teacher Testifies, 


Charles F. Koehler of Winona, Minn., 
proprietor and manager of a business 
college, who has been a@ teacher in vari- 
ous institutions, testified that he taught 
in the Wooster (Ohio) University from 
1886 to 1890. The Faculty consisted of 
twenty members, and he was a tutor 

the academic department. Dr. S. F. 
covel was in charge of the collegiate 
department. 

The witness testified that Thaw was 
about 16 or 17 when he was put under 
him for instruction. He described Thaw 
as nervous in his gait, walking zig-zag; 
his eyes were striking, his complexion 
anaemic, and in classes his manner was 
different from that of the other students. 
He was abstracted, and he would stare 
fixedly. There were twitchings of face 
and lips, and he was unsteady whether 
walking or standing. He made no prog- 
ress in his studies, The witness said 
that Thaw seemed unable to concentrate 
his mind at all. He had kept a diary of 
his school work in Wooster, but had 
destroyed it a mumber of years ago. 
Thaw remained in the school three 
months, and was sent away after a con- 
sultation of the Faculty. 

“Did the acts of Thaw, his physical 
condition, his oonversations, and  be- 
haviour Impress you as rational or ir- 
rational?’’ Mr. Littleton asked. 

** Irrational.”’ 

In the cross-examination Mr. Jerome 
asked for the name of another student 
in Thaw’'s class. 

“Tom Fiattery,” replied the teacher.

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TO SAN FRANCISCO 


Montague Roberts Says It Will 
Require That Long for Cars 
to Cross the Country. 


SOME WILL TAKE LONGER 


Megarge!l Hopes to Enter Car In Race 
from New York to Paris Before 
the End of the Week. 


Montague Roberts, who will drive the 
Thomas car in the New York to Paris 
automobile race, yesterday estimated that 
it would take the car three and a half to 
four weeks to cross the continent to San 
Francisco with the usual weather condi- 
tions. He declared that the trip across 
the continent would eliminate some of the 


ten competitors by reason of the fact that 
if they fail to reach San Francisco 
within that time they will encounter 
greatly increased difficulties in Alaska. 

The trip across the United States in 
mid-Winter is one that is likely to fright- 
en off a good many automobilists who 
might otherwise be tempted to undertake 
the harder trial on the ground that ifts 
severities would tax the strength of the 
drivers so that they might not be capable 
of undergoing the more severe strain 
when they tackle the Alaskan trails. But 
Roberts argues that, ff they cannot stand 
the trip across the United States and the 
Alaskan trip on top of that, they had 
better not attempt the Siberian course, 
as this is likely to be more trying than 
either. 

Roberts argues that it is absurd to say 
that the trip across the United States is 
too hard in Winter for a car that is built 
to stand up under a real strain on the 
road. The construction of the Thomas 
car will be such as to meet just such con- 
ditions as may be expected. He does not 
believe that snow {s an impassable barrier 
even as it is found in the Western plains, 
though the combination of drifts and 
steep grades would afford stiff problems 
to solve. He says his experience in the 
army service with the Ordnanoe Depart- 
ment has demonstrated the ability of cars 
to make their way through snow when 
properly prepared, 

Megargel’s experience in the snow in 
orossing the San Francisco Mountains in 
Arizona also indicates that it can be 
done. Megargel’s trip was started and 
run through December and January in 
that portion of the country where the 
huge drifts are frequent. 

It is probable that Megargel’s effort to 
Secure 4@ car to drive in the race will be 
favorably settled in a few days. He has 
been negotiating with two automobile 
firms which have been thinking of en- 
tering cars, and expects a favorable reply 
this week. 

The estimates of expense involved in 
taking a car through to Paris varies 
considerably. The average estimate ap- 
pears to be $10,000. A quarter of this ex- 
pense will be consumed in supplying fuel, 
and half of it will be required to pay the 
expenses of the two men necessary to op- 
erate the oar along the route. The trans- 
fer of cars from San Francisoo to Valdez, 
Alaska, and across the Bering Strait will 
consume the remainder of the money. 

It was expected that the Brixta-Zust 


car, which is entered in the race on the 
other side, would be shipped from Havre 
by the end of this week and arrive in this 
country on Jan, 25. ..5.ere has been some 
delay in getting the car in shape, and it is 
not thought now that the car can reach 
this country before Feb. 5. The Zust 
people declare, however, that the Italian 
car will be the first of the foreign cars 
to arrive in thig country.

REVISION OF TARIFF 


Hides, Beef, Coal, Steel, and’ 
Wood Pulp Should Go on 
Free List, He Declares. 


PLAIN TALK TO SHOE MEN | kKenesaw M. Landis, who presided at the| T 


Massachusetts Executive Says Demand 
for Revision Will Be Made 
After Election. 


Gov. Curtis Guild of Massachusetts, as 
the guést of honor at the banquet which 
brought to a close the annual convention 
of the National Association of Boot and 
Shoe Manufacturers at the Hotel Astor 
last night, came out in plain language for 
the repeal of the duty on hides, beef, wood 
pulp, bituminous coal, and steel, and for 
a reduction of the duty on wool and other 
products, ‘‘as a benefit to the country 
and for the good of all the’people.” 

The leather men who heard him and 
their guests cheered the Massachusetts 
Governor to the echo, and when he had 
finished a veteran shoe man from Mlinois 
shouted:

Gov. Guild said in part: 

“If our factories are to earn @ividends 
and the workmer have steady employ- 
ment,,it is necessary in the first place 
that the largest possible amount of shoes 
should be used in the United States. To 
secure this result, they should be pro- 
duced at the lowest possible cost. The 
atraightest path to the reduction of the 
cost of the manufactured product is the 
reduction fn the cost of raw material. 

“Massachusetts asks for free hides 
because we believe that the demand is 
just. We demand the removal of all 
duties on this raw material, We are

“A demand will be made after the next 
National election for a special session of 
Congress to revise the tariff. I am a 
protectionist. I believe that the policy 
should be continued, but the time has 
come when illogical and needless duties 
should cease to hamper our industries 
and our people. The hard and fast lines 
of the present tariff leave no altenatives. 
We can make no concessions to coun- 
tries that are willing to make conces- 
sions to ours. 

“Wool is a proper subject for protec- 
tion, but the present duty on wool is un- 
necessarily high. I believe it should be 
adjusted to an ad valorem basis. 

“There is absolutely no justification for 
the retention of a duty on coal. Anthra- 
cite coa) is free from ty. We are the 
first coal-producing Natton in the world, 
and our imports of coal are purely local 
and trivial, 

“We have a duty on beef when the {m- 


ports are too small to be classified. This 
ast year our total exports of canned beef, 
salted béef, fresh beef, and tallow are 
about 500,000,000 pounds. Five hundred 
millions of exports and no imports! Why 
should there be a duty on beef?

{JAPANESE CABINET CHANGES. 


Two Ministers Lese Pertfollos Be- 
cause of Trouble Over the Big Budget. 


TOKIO, Jan. 14.—Because of disputes 
over the proposed increase of taxation the 
Premier, Marquis Salionji, tendered his 
resignation to the Emperor this after- 
noon at 4 o'clock. The Mikado declined to 
receive it, but the alternative resignations 
of Yoshiro Sakatani, Minister of Finance, 
and of Isaburo Yamagata, Minister of 
Communications, were accepted. 

Masahisis Matsura, Minister of Jus- 
tice, will also take theportfolio of Finance, 
and Mr. Keihara, Minister of the Intertor, 
will also take that of Minister ef Com- 
munications. This leaves the Cabinet 
without #hy new elements and removes 
the disputants, who have been the dis- 


l turbing factors for some time past. 


The Cabinet Council this morning gave 
rise to some heated debates. Mr. Yama- 
gata insisted upon the resignation of Mr. 
Sakatani, who is responsible for the bud- 
get over which there is so much agita- 
tion. He is blamed by the Cabinet Min- 
isters because {n 1907 he promised that 
there would be no fncrease in taxation nor 


any foretgn loans ih 1908, whereas an in- 
vestigation of the situation convinced the 
Cabinet officers and Elder Statesmen that 
increases of taxes or a foreign loan would 
be unavoidable. 

_In order to carry out 
Sakatani endeavored to reduce the up- 
propriation for the army and navy, to 
which the military factions objected suc- 
cessfully. Mr. Sakatani thereupon at- 
tempted to reduce the appropriations for 
railroads, and to this Mr. Yamagata ob- 
jected. Mr. Sakatani then increased the 
general taxation, but met strenuous ob- 
ections among the leading merchants and 
ankers. He finally decided to resign and 
insisted that his resignation be accepted. 

Marquis Satonji and the members of the 
Cabinet who agreed with him finally de- 
celded that Marquis Salonji’s resignation 
would be offered. If the Emperor de- 
clined to accept it then the resignations 
of Sakatani and Yamagata would be of- 
Premier Saionji and Prince Ito 
waited on the Emperor this afternoon and 
the question was decided. 

The whole matter is now believed to be 
settled. There probably will be some 
changes in the budget, ‘and the Govern- 
ment may decide not to increase taxation, 
but instead reduce the appropriations for 
the army and navy or to isstie a loan.

TRAVEL BY AEROPLANES SOON 


Henry Farman Thinks This Year Will 
See a Great Development. 


PARIS, Jan. 14.—Henry Farman, the 
French aeronaut, who yesterday won the 
Deutsch-Archdeacon prize for the first 
heavier-than-air-flying machine to cover 
a circuitous kilometer, was interviewed 
to-day on the future of aerial navigation. 
He said that the best results in aeroplane 
travel would be had from a combination 


of the principles of the Blerlot machitie 
and the cubic cellular aeroplane used by 
Santos-Dumont and himself. 

For the present he regards aeroplanes 
as nurély gporting machines, but expects 
their development to be rapid, and fore- 
sees the time when an aeroplane omnibus 
will cover the distance between Paris 
and London in five hours. He is certain 
that within twelve months aeroplanes will 
be able to travel from 75 to 100 miles at 
an insignificant cost compared to the 
expense of running an automobile for the 
same distance.

| Duma Leader Warmly Welcomed | 


by a Large Audience at 
People’s Forum Lecture. 


THE FIGHT NOT OVER YET 


—— 


State of Unstable Equilibrium, 
with Reactionaries In Control. 


Coming from Russia to make one public 
speech, Prof. Paul Milyoukov, a member 
of the third Duma and the leader of the 


Civic Forum last night in Carnegie Hall 
upon Constitutional government in Rus- 
sia. Bishop Potter presided, and on the 
platform were many of the leading busi- 
ness and literary men of the city. The 
hall was thronged. 

The Professor dealt with the troubles 
of his country from the beginning of the 
last attempt to obtain greater liberty 
there. He showed how the movement 
could be divided into epochs, and ascribed 


to social causes the present apparent fail- 
ure of the political movement for free- 
dom. 

Prof. Milyoukov was warmly gre 
by the large audience. In introducing 


j}him, Bishop Potter said: 


“Whatever value the Monroe Doctrine | 
may have had, we are recognizing it as) 
impossible to build a wall between us 
and any other nation. Especially is that 
0, my dear Professor, in the case of that | 
great nation to which in the most critical | 
moments in eer we have been | 
rofoundly indebted.

“More land” was the cry. In the Au-|

wealth of the Revolutionaries; a charter 
worked out by the first representative 
assembly and granted by the Czar, as 
opposed to the charter worked out by a 
constitutional convention, which found 


ing of more land to the people free from 
the Crown lands and the payment of a 
fair price from the larger private estates 
as opposed to the revolutionary deman 
for ‘‘the whole land for the whole peo- 
ple,” without compensation and the Gov- 
ernment scheme for the regular sale of 
land through the Peasants’ Bank at the 
ruling market price. 

At this period, said the lecturer, the 
Government was cowed by the agrarian 
troubles. At the same time, it hoped that 
in the first Duma it would obtain a large 
subservient majority, composed mainly of 
peasants. On the other hand, the Revo- 
lutionaries attempted to discredit the 
Duma as an assembly of landlords and 
officials, and advised the boycotting of 
the elections. Consequently, the Con- 
stitutional ‘Democrats were the only ones 
who tried to win the masses to the idea 
of a struggle by Parliamentary means. 
To the chagrin of both its opponents, it 
obtained a majority of the delegates.

The situation now became worse than 
before. Even the old arbitrariness of the 
} officials had had a certain routine about 
| it, but now all restrains were withdrawn, 
jhigh officials formally approved the ty- 
|rannous actions of their subordinates, and 
a genera! feeling of insecurity prevailed. 
The lecturer then gave the following fig- 
ures to show how bad was the result of 
‘the unsuccessful attempt at revolution. 
In the last twenty-five years of the 
nineteenth century, 134 death sentences 
were pronounced in Russia, an average of 
five a year. 
| manifesto. the numbers’ sentenced to 
death almost entirely for political of- 
fenses rose to 2,717, of whom 1.780 were 
executed. The whole number of persons 
condemned for political offenses in these 
two years was 18,274, while formerly it 
had not exceeded 1,000 a year, and the 
number for 1904, about 4,000, was consid- 
ered quite exceptional. Moreover, many of 
these victims of tyranny were men who 
|}had merely been trying to exercise the 
rights granted to them by the manifesto, 
such as the liberty of the press and the 
right of forming unions or societies. 

“The Government, moreover,’’ said Prof. 
Milyoukov, ‘‘is endeavoring to convert 
to its own uses the very weapons of po- 
'litical freedom. It is endeavoring to or- 
| ganize its own political party of the au- 
tocracy. It has invoked all elements 
which believe in the old Russian ortho- 
doxy. 

‘‘A more fatal blow to the very idea of 
that ‘old holy Russia,’ with the high 
ideals of a Little Father, the Holy Synod, 
and the bigoted and ignorant peasantry 
supporting the edifice of omnipotent bu- 
reaucracy, could not have been struck. 
The supporters of autocracy had to count 
on their own partisans for their informa- 
tion, and what a condition of affairs was 
revealed!” 


Government's Reactionary Forces. 


The organization of the ‘‘ Russian Peo- 
| ple’’ or the *“‘ True Russians ’’ was formed. 
|'They openly organized fighting rings, and 

received firearms from the officials. They 
challenged Ministers and the Holy Synod 
on the score of patriotism, and they were 
able to point to the direct patronage of 
the Czar. 

Yet they commanded a very small vote 
for the first Duma, and not one of their 
members was elected. In the second 
Duma elections only three voters in every 


hundred were found to be True Russians 
in the large cities. The electoral law 
was altered in their favor for the third 
Duma, yet only 72 out of the 5,000 elec- 
tors for the whole Empire belonged to 
that party, and of these 72 only 34 were 
elected members of the Assembly. 

What then are the elements for reac- 
tion? The middle classes are liberal, the 
bureaucrats are indifferent, and the capi- 
talists not averse to a Constitution.-They 
are the nobility and gentry. They might 
have been in favor of the revolution if 
it had not been united with Socialistic 
ideas, but now they fear for their own 
property and privileges. mam *- ee. 

So a position of temporary equilibrium 
has been reached, but the lecturer warned 
the audience that it might by no means 
be stable. He warned them that the reyo- 
| lution: had entered on a less spectacular 
but quite important stage. The struggle 
goes down to:the root of the social or- 
der, and its interests lie deeper. + 
| Prof. Milyoukov closed with an earnest 
appeal, not for money for the revolution, 
| but. for,sympathy with its aims. 

At the end of Prof. Milyoukov's ad- 
dress, he was asked several questions. In 
reply to Justice Greenbaum he explained 
that owing to the exceptional law under 
which a great part of Russia now lies, po- 
litical discussion -is- confined practicalhy 
| to Moscow and St. Petersburg. The peas- 
ants and the agrarian question form a 
great part of the political problem of the 
day, but the peasants are not fit to 
solve it by themselves. 

With regard to the Jews, he pointed 
out that their only hope lies in the Con- 
stitutional Democrats. When they were in 
power, they favored equal rights for 
Jews. The present Duma is likely, if it 
does anything, to reduce their rights. 

The lecturer also declared that the 
first massacres of the Jews were insti- 
tuted by Plehve twerty years ago to 
make it seem that they were the foment- 
ers of the revolution. The expedient suc- 
ceeded and he repeated his tactics when 
he was agair in power, | 

“Can peace be brought about without; 
i force?’’ asked another questioner, who 
| went on to argue that only force could 
overcome force. 
| “{ agree,” answered the Professor. 
| ‘* Force can only be overcome by force; 
but we must be careful not to mistake! 
the lack of force for force.” } 
Prof, Milyoukov goes to Washington 
to-day to dine with Congressman Par- 
sons. There he will meet Secretary Taft, 
and a large number of Senators and Con- 
gressmen. He will sail for Russia to- 
morrow on the Lorraine.

SUFFRAGE IN A COLD WIND. 


Temperature Fails to Chill a Women’s 
Open-Air Meeting. 


The woman suffragists held their third 
and biggest open-air meeting under un- 
toward circumstances yesterday, but 
came out ahead in spite of everything An 
icy wind swept relentlessly over Madison 
Square, the man with the tresslework 
speaker’s stand did not appear, and one 
of the men speakers wore the Roman 
numerals “XIII” for a scarf pin. Yet 
he didn’t hoodoo the meeting. 

The suffragists in charge were out at 
least a dozen strong, a larger number 
than had been at any meeting yet, and 
they had a promise from Mrs. Lillie 
Devereaux Blake,- who has not favored 
open-air agitation, to speak for them. 
That meant that two meetings would be 
held, one on each side of the square, but 
the cold wind chilled Mrs. Blake’s enthu- 
siasm, and when a porter from the Met- 
ropolitan Life Building had brought 
boxes the meeting began at the old place. 

The crowd w&s the most comprehensive 
that has gathered at the meetings yet. 
There were women, some of them from 
uptown clubs; there were also children— 
several small boys found good places in 
front—and a motley collection of men. 
The crowd changed from time to time, 
one audience being frozen out and an- 
other taking its place. The man who, 
at the last meeting, didn’t believe in petti- 
coat government was present, but had 
nothing to say. An ld Irishman with a 
Pipe stood on the edge of the crowd, 
keeping up a running fire of good-natured 
remarks, and enjoyed himself hugely. 

“Women cops! Ha!” he cried at one 
stage of the meeting, as he happened to 
think of what might possibly happen if 
women had the vote. 

A woman sold yellow “ Votes for Wo- 
men" buttons for a nickel a piece to the 
women present, others took signatures 
for the petition, and still others distrib- 
uted literature. This was in demand. 

“T want. a ballot,’’ said one man, mak- 
ing his way to the distributor. A street 
car conductor also came around to get a 
pamphiet. 

Mrs. Borrman Wells, who opens all the 
meetings, told the audience that until 
women had the ballot employers would 
use the low salaries of: women as a wea- 
pon to keep down men’s salaries. There 
Was some laughter when she said that 
women. didn’t want. to go out into the 
commercial world to work and would be 


only too glad to stay at home if homes 
were provided for them. 

“Three cheers,’ called @ woman as 
Mrs. Wells finished, and the men re- 
sponded heartily: 

‘Hooray! Hooray!, Hooray!”’ 

They also cheered Mrs. Christine Ross 
Barker, who was a speaker. 

Miss Helen Hoy, a young woman law- 
yer, made a serious speech, which was re- 
ceived with attention.

Argument on a motion before Justice 
Newburger, in the Supreme Court, yester- 
day disclosed that a woman promoter is 
Secretary and Treasurer of a mining com- 
pany, and is hard at work disposing of 
shares of copper stock. The woman her- 
self, Julia H. Bigelow, a member of the 
firm of Hopper & Bigelow of 100 Broad- 
way, said that she had prospected in di- 
vided skirts with men in countries where 
she had to swim rivers on horseback, and 
had once run a mining camp without other 
female aid. 

The argument was on a motion to have 
an order set aside which had been granted 
to John Gardner and Stephen J. Macy, 
two miners, who with Miss Bigelow and 
Robert H. Hopper of 444 Hast Twenty- 
sixth Street were interested in the Vic- 
toria Chief Copper Mining and Smelting 
Company, whose three million shares 
were assigned a par value of $1. Last De- 
cember Gardner and Macy obtained an 
order from Justice Greenbaum to have 
Hopper and Miss Bigelow examined before 
a referee that they might obtain informa- 
tion about the business of the company 
upon which to base a complaint in a suit. 

Gardner and Macy alleged that certain 
mining properties owned by all of the 
parties in the Ceballos Mountains of New 
Mexico had been transferred to the Vic- 


Company, and that they had been unable 
to obtain an accounting from Miss Bigelow 
and Hopper as to the number of shares 
of stock sold. 

Miss Bigelow, an active, muscular, 
sturdy woman of upward of thirty, said 
yesterday: 

‘*I spent two months alone with those 
men prospecting down in New Mexico. 
They located some claims, and I advanced 
the money to kold them. I myself located 
some claims which turned out to be the 
only ones worth developing. These latter | 
were the claims which were sold to the 
Victoria Chief Company. I had to swim a 
river on horseback to get to them, 

“TI was sorry for those two miners, and 
so I let them go in with me on my claims. 
It was none of their business how the 
promoters’ stock was disposed of. The 
trouble was caused by men who found out 


there, and are using these men. I am a 
business woman, and I didn’t want any 
notoriety. For that reason I have let 
things I have done seem to be done by 
men.”

5th. Sections in the Laws of nearly every State in the United States 


imposing an income tax on life insurance alone and not on any other interest or business—thus raiding trust funds, 
penalizing. prudence and thrift, and unjustly discriminating against property dedicated to a sacred use.

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N. Y. A, C, RE-ELECTS KUHLKE. 


Haslin, Independent Candidate, Makes 
a Strong Showing. 


George W. Kuhlke was last night re- 
elected President of the New York Ath- 
letic Club, defeating his opponent, James 
H. Ha#lin, independent candidate, by the 
vote of 999 to 773. The balloting showed 
that more than 300 more members voted 
at this election than ever before partici- 
pated in a campaign within the club. The 
result of the count of the votes was not 
announced until 1 o’clock this morning. 

The New York Athletic Club has seen 
some spirited elections in its history, but 
none has surpassed that witnessed at the 
Fifty-ninth Street clubhouse last night. 
The fight for the Presidency between 
George W. Kuhlke, the incumbent, and 


James H. Haslin, stirred the club to the 
depths. There has never ‘been so large 
an attendance at an annual meeting since 
the club was organized, never such per- 
sistent canvassing, and never so large @ 
poll. The corridors of the house were 
crowded throughout-the evening, while no 
member passed the doortender without 
running the gantlet of a line of eager 
vote solicitors. Those who sought to en- 
list supporters did not confine their opera- 
tions to the house in fact, but lined the 
sidewalk at each entrance and button- 
holed every member approaching. 

There was an undercurrent of excite- 
mént beneath the jollity that found sur- 
face expression, indicating that there was 
not the best of feeling between tbe fac- 
tions. The policies of the administration 
were assailed by the opposition, and the 
credit for the excellent record for the year 
denied. The big increase in assets ap- 
parent on the face of the reports was at- 
tributed to the healthy condition of the 
club and to no effort of the executive. 
The Haslin supporters declared that there 
had been no improvement whatever 
noticeable within the clubhouse itself. 
They promised many reforms should their 
candidate be chosen. The administration, 
on the contrary, stood pat on its record 
and declared President Kuhlke deserved 
the support of the club. 

It was impossible for any one to get a 
real line on the progress of the fight. The 
ballot boxes were sealed before the polls 
opened at 8 o’clock, and remained so until 
midnight. Every ballot cast was secret. 
The checking of voters made the balloting 
slow, and there was a long line of men 
waiting to register their choice nearly 
the whole four hours. 

It was evident, however, that the oppo- 
sition had mustered a very large vote, 
whilo all the adherents of the administra- 
tion were out. The Haslin party made 
their strength manifest in the legislative 
session when they carried through the 
reformation of the nominating law to 
which they were pledged. When ft came 
to a vote there wag,no real negation of 
the proposition developed. Hereafter the 
Nominating Committee will be elected by 
the club and not appointed by the Board 
of Governors. It was argued that the 
Governors naturally favored those in of- 
fice and rendered the removal of incom- 
petent officials unduly difficult, 

There was some discussion as to dis- 
position of the surplus of the Christmas 
fund raised for the club servants. Hereto- 
fore the surplus has disappeared each 
year, leaving no trace behind. In future 
it will be turned into a sick fund. Other 
minor changes were effected. 

The election resulted in the choice of a 
full ticket. Outside of the Presidency, 
there was no opposition to any of the cans 
didates. Those elected were:

Rule Ties Up Too Much Money. 


PLACE SUM AT $120,000,000 


President Sheldon Says the Question 
ls Hardly a Live One Now and 


Depends on Albany, 


The action of the Clearing House on 
Monday in voting to admit trust companies 
to full membership in the association pro- 
viding they keep 25 per cent. cash reserve, 
has so far apparently met with relatively 
little response from the trust companies. 
Several companies, it was reported yester- 
day, have already made application for 
membership, but many others still hold 
that their business does not call for re- 


serves as large as 25 per cent. 

Among the trust companies mentioned 
yesterday as having made application 
to the Clearing House for full member- 
ship under the 25 per cent, reserve re- 
quirement fixed by the Clearing House 
Association on Monday was the Van Nor- 
den Trust Company. President Van Nor- 


den, when asked about the report, did 


not deny that his company had made 
application, but refused to comment on 
it, saying that he did so out of courtesy 
to the Clearing House. 

If the Clearing House acts favorably 
on the plan to admit the trust companies 
to associate membership upon their keep- 
ing 15 per cent. reserves, it is likely, it 


was said in trust company circles yester- 


day, that many more trust companies 
will ally themselves with the Clearing 


House. 
President Sheldon of the United States 


Trust Company, in response tc an inquiry 

regarding the attitude of that institution 

on the Clearing House question, said: 
“The matter has never been formally 


presented to us. I do not see, however, 
what advantage there would be either to 
the Clearing House or to us to have us 
become members. I doubt if any trust 
company doing a trust company and not a 
banking business is likely to seek ad- 
mission to the Clearing House now, The 
question, however, hardly a live one, 
for the course of the trust companies 


will depend, I presume, very largly on 
the legislation which may be enacted at 
Albany.” 

This fairly expresses the view of many 
other trust company officers on the ques- 
tion. One suggestion yesterday was that 
if the trust companies are to be expected 
to maintain a large cash reserve they 
should at least be allowed to deduct from 
the 25 per cent.,the amount of their cap- 
ital, the investment of which is fixed by 
statute. 

The discussion which has followed the 
Clearing House action has brought prom- 
inently forward again the fact that the 
business of the trust companies varies 
‘reatly, some of them doing an active 

anking business, while others confine 
themselves almost entirely to various 
classes of inactive accounts. Some trust 
company officers laid stress yesterday 
on the fact that, were all the trust com- 
panies in this city to increase their cash 
reserve from 5 to 25 per cent. it would | 
result in the tying up of about $120,000,000 
of reserve money in addition to that al- 
ready employed as bank reserves. 

The Clearing House has one or two 
other changes in contemplation. One pro- 
posal, which is likely to be adopted, it is 
said, is that the Clearing House issue re- 
ceipts or certificates against currency of 
small denominations, ar ecteely as it now 
issues receipts for gold coin deposited in 
the Clea House vaults.

Plaintiff Has Refused Dividends Tend- 
ered by the Reorganized Company 
and Asks for an Accounting. 


William Starr Miller of Chicago, for 
twenty-five years a stockholder In the 
Chicago & Alton, who still holds 600 
shares of the stock of the original com- 
pany, filed suit yesterday in the United 
States Circuit Court against the Chicago 
& Alton Railroad, the new company, for 
an accounting and for an injunction pre- 
venting appropriation of the earnings of 
the property without first paying to him 
and other minority stockholders the div- 
dends to which he says he is entitled. 

The Chicago & Alton Railroad Company 
is the corporation formed by the Har- 
riman interests in 1906 to consolidate the 
old Chicago & Alton Railroad with the 
Chicago & Alton Railway Company, the 
latter being the company organized in 
1900 to carry out the refinancing of the 
Alton by the Harriman-Stillman-Schiff- 
Gould syndicate. It was this refinancing 
which came in for severe criticism at 
the hands of the Inter-State Commerce 
Commission after its investigation last 
Winter into the affairs of the Harriman 
lines. When the merger of the two cor- 


porations was arranged last year all but 


78 shares of the old proferred and all but 
4,085 shares of the old common were ex- 
changed for the new securities, the bill 
alleges. Mr. Miller’s holdings of 50U 
shares represent part of these 4,000 shares 
of common which did not go into the 
merger, 


The new company, It is alleged, for 
two dividend perlods after the consoll- 
dation, paid to the plaintiff $2,000 as his 
semi-annual dividends, but the officers of 
the road, he alleges, asserted last Oc- 
tober that they could not keep separate 
accounts for the old and the new com- 
pany. He states that there has been 
tendered to him and he has refused the 
dividends to which he would be entitled 


had he exchanged his stock for the prior 
lien stock of the new company. 

In his complaint Mr. Miller reviews the 
whole progress of the Alton readjustment, 
including the purchase of the St. Louts, 
Peoria & Northern, and its merger with 
the Alton Railway, since the consolida- 
tion of which, Mr. Miller complains, the 
control of the Alton has passed, first to 
the Rock Island interests, and then to 
the Clover Leaf, which now owns @ ma- 
jority of the stock of the road.

“The interests of those who bulld rallroads 
must be no less mesgaouty guarded than the 
interests of the public. It is urgently neces- 


sary that our railway facilities should be s0 
increased. The want can be met only by pri- 
vate capital, and the vast expenditure neces- 
sary will not be incurred unless private capi- 
tal {!s afforded reasonable incentive and pro- 
tection. We cannot get an improved service 
unless the carriers of the country can sell 
thelr securities, and therefore nothing should 
be done unwarrantedly to impair this credit 
nor decrease the value of their outstanding 
obligations,’ 

Unfortunately this policy has not charac- 
terized the legislation of all States. Hasty, 
{ll-advsed laws have been enacted, under 
which it has been impossible to do business 
without loss.

Evils and abuses are there that need the 
restraint of law, but the motive of law should 
be to cure, not to kill; to punish the guilty, 
not the innocent; to encourage, not terrify, 
capital.

The State should 
not legislate for receiverships. Legislation 
should remedy the {ll without threatening 
bankruptcy; otherwise legislation has fafled. 
In many States legislation passed in mo- 
ments of frenzy, without careful investigation, 
has undoubtedly done much to destroy confi- 
dence, Such legislation has failed of its 
ee and New Jersey cannot afford to copy 
t. Her just, conservative policy ts the best. 


Gov, Stokes declares that corporate pub- 
licity allay, suspicion and inspires con- 
fidence. Overcapitalization has its evils, 
he says, adding on this score: 


The investing public is too often induced to 
buy stock by @ glittering promise of the 
dollar par value mark rather than by the 
real assets of the corporation.

NO CHANGE IN DATES 
POR GRAND CIRCUIT 


Stewards Decide to Retain Last 


Year’s Tracks In Sea- 
son’s Schedule. 


THREE REQUESTS REFUSED 


A. J. Keating Is Appointed Presiding 
Judge—Members Will Select 
Their Own Starters. 


There will be no change in the Grand 
Circuit for harness horse racing this year. 
This was the decision of the Stewards 
after a protracted session yesterday at 
the Hoffman House, when the dates for 
the leading meetings of the season were 
ennounced. The schedule was agreed to 
without a dissenting vote. The Grand Cir- 
cult méetings open one week later than 
in past years, and, while the delay Is 
much regretted by racing men and horse- 
men, yet the Stewards were compelled to 
delay the opening on account of Buffalo, 
which holds its meeting over the Kenil- 
worth track, where the running meeting 
will not end until July 25. The circuit will 
extend, as usual, ten weeks, making a 
total of twelve weeks, including Lexing- 
ton. 

One big advantage will be obtained by 
the drivers and trainers by the late open- 
ing. It will extend the big line at Colum- 
bus up to the opening of the Lexington 
meeting, thus neoessitating no vacant 
week, as was the case last year, 

For the first time in the history of the 
Grand Circuit, Daniel J. Campau did not 
represent the Grosse Point track, where 
the opening meeting of the major circuit 
has been held for many years. He repre- 
sented the new racing association organ- 
ized at Detroit, where the meeting will 
be held, including the trotting and pacing 
classics, the M. and M. and C. of C. Sec- 
retary Albert H. Moore of Providence wil] 
act as Secretary of the meeting, which 
will be held over the new Michigan State 
Fair Association's track. 

The indications point to four meetings 
where betting will be barred. They are 
Cleveland, Readville, Providence, and 
Hartford, each of these having secured 
dates with these expectations. Between 
now and thé opening of the circuit, how- 
ever, there may be some changes at one 
or more places, but at present it is cer- 
tain that the line will not be disturbed on 
account of the poolselling and betting 
question. 

Three applications for dates were de- 
clined. The one from Baltimore was 
backed by a number of prominent citi- 
zens, who gave every assurance of a suc- 
cessful meeting over the Pimlico track. 
The Cella-Adler crowd, which secured the 
Grosse Point track, at Detroit, applied 
for one week, but the decision of thé 
Stewards was prompt, and the application 
was denied. Last year Daniel Campau 
held the Detroit meeting over the Grosse 
Point track, but after the meeting he was 
notified that he would not be permitted to 
hold this wes meeting there. 

William P. Engeman applied for a meet- 
ing for Kalamazoo, Mich., requesting the 
week of July 20 to 24. Dates for this week 
having been granted to Windsor, Ontario, 
and another Western track, the Stewards 
were compelled to refuse the spplication. 
which was the only one to find any favor 
with the Stewards. 

There was a heated discussion over the 
selection of a presiding judge and official 
starter. There was a marked sentiment 
on the part of several members to select 
their own officials, independent of the 
Grand Circuit Stewards. A compromise 
was effected whereby A. J. Keating of 
New York was selected as presiding judge 
for the entire circuit, and the members 
were left free to select their own starters. 

The resignations of James Butler, Pres- 
ident of the Empire City Racing Associa- 
tion, and C. K. G. Billings were accepted. 
Both former members were largely in- 
strumental in forming the Grand Circuit, 

There was no change in the list of offi- 
cers, the present officials being re-elected. 
They are: President—John M. Johnson of 
Readville; Vice President—H. M. Hanna 
of Cleveland; Secretary and Treasurer— 
Albert H. Méore of Providence. The 
schedule follows:

LATEST CUSTOMS RULINGS. 


Importers Must Pay Duties on Cover- 
Ings of Imported Goods. 


In a decision by Judge Somerville, the 
Board of United States General Apprais- 
ers handed down a decision yesterday 
overruling claims filed by J. B. Martin, 
proprietor of the Café Martin; Austin, 
Nichols & Co., Frame & Co., and A. De 
Ronde & Co. of New York, regarding the 
duty to accrue on coverings of imported 
merchandise, * 

The importers objected to the action of 
the Collector of Customs in including in 
the dutiable value of various kinds of 


merchandise, containers such as stone 
jars, tins, casks, and other coverings, It 
was maintained by the importers that the 
coverings should be granted free entry, or 
else be given low rates of duty under 
schedules alleged by the protestants. The 
board, in denying the contention of the 
importers, lays down the rule that, in 
appraising merchandise under Section 19 
of the Customs Administrative act, the 
dutiable value of imported goods is to be 
ascertained by including in the total value 
that of the containers and other like en- 
_casements of merchandise subject to an 
ad valorem duty, unless such coverings 
aré separately made subject to duty under 
the provisions of the Tariff act. 

Judge Somerville remarks that Section 
19 must be construed so as to correct the 
evil which it was Cesigned to remedy, as 
brought to the attention of Congress at 
end before the time of Its enactment. This 
evil was the difficulty encountered in ad- 
ministering Section 7 of the act of March 
3, 1883, as construed by the Supreme Court 
in the case of Oberteuffer vs. Robertson.

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COL STOKES LOSES 
- SUIT AGAINST WIFE 


Court Won’t-Annul Marriage Be- 
cause He Lived with Her After 
Learning Husband Was Alive. 


TO STAY IN THE SAME HOUSE 


Until Court Decides Ownership of 
Property Which Former Mrs. Hitch- 
Ings Says Was Deeded to Her. 


The application of Col. Willlam Aj 
Btokes of the Twenty-third Regiment for 
the annulment of his marriage to Mrs, 
Elizabeth W. Hitchings-Stokes on the 
ground that at the time of the wedding 
the defendant had another husband liv- 
ing was denied by Justice Marean in the 
Supreme Court, Brooklyn, yesterday. The 
marital] troubles of Col. and Mrs, Stokes 
have created a lot of discussion among 
their friends. 

In 1904, soon after the death of his first 
wife, Col. Stokes met Mrs. Hitchings at 
her home in Lynnbrook, LL L_ In his 
complaint Col. Stokes said he believed 
her to be a widow, and a year after thelr 
first meeting the couple were married at 
Wantaug, L. I. For twelve months, Col. 
Stokes says, he and his bride lived happily 
together until he suddenly learned that 
her first husband, John Hitchings, who 
had left her in 1900 to seek his fortune in 
the gold fields of the Klondike, was still 
alive, and was conducting a hotel at 
Mount Vernon, Washington. Col. Stokes 
admits he took no step toward seeking an 
annulment of his marriage until last July, 
when the present proceedings were in- 
stituted. Since that date the couple have 
been occupying separate floors in Col. 
Stokes’s home at 606 St. Mark’s Avenue. 

Mrs. Stokes in her answer asserted that 
Col, Stokes knew all about her previous 
career when he first asked her to marry 
him. She declares that she had no knowl- 
edge whether or not her first husband 
was still alive, as she had not heard from 
him in five years. It was only because 
Col. Stokes assured her that under the 
Statute of Limitations she was a free wo- 
man, she asserts, that she finally con- 
sented to become his wife. She lays the 
entire blame for her husband's action 
upon his children, who, she declares, were 
always hostile toward her, and have re- 
fused to visit their father’s home while 
she was there, 

In opening the case yesterday Col. 
Stokes’s counsel, Major E. D. Hamilton, 
presented to the court a certificate of 
marriage between the present Mrs. Stokes 
amd Hitchings. Her maiden name was 
Stopp, and she married her first husband 
in Philadelphia on March 24, 1875. The 


deposition taken by William Brickley, a 
lawyer at Mount Vernon, Washington, 
who was appointed as a commission to 
examine Hitchings, was then read, In 
it Hitchings denied that he had ever been 
divorced from his wife. 

After hearing Col. Stokes testify that he 
had married Mrs. Hitchings under the 
belfef that she was a widow, Justice Ma- 
rean suddenly asked: 

“Why did you continue to live with 
her when you found out the truth?” 

“I promised to stick to her as long 
as she behaved herself,’’ was the reply. 

“Do you mean to have the court infer 
that she has not behaved horself?"’ que- 
ried Justice Marean. 

“Well, she refused to nurse me when 
I was ill, and has in many ways acted 
in an unkind manner,” was the reply. 

** Motion to annul this marriage is de- 
nied on the ground that the plaintiff on 
his own admission lived with the de- 
fendant for two years after he knew 
that she had a husband still living,” 
abruptly declared the court.
